The job women can do is to popular­ 
ize the questions of the day. 
“But our greatest responsibility is 
to keep our country out of war.

"We must work to maintain and 
develop the things that are our 
American heritage. We must work 
for peace, and enlist the young peo­ 
ple in this fight, lf we really want 
it, we can get it.

we must know about Russia. They 
know about us. 
How can we secure these thing.- 
which we want?
